THE MOST ARTYFUL DODGE ON REOCORD.

The Henslngton National Bank Estered by
Burginrs Disgulsed ans  Pollcemeon — The
Watchmen Voaken in by the Strntegem, and
Disposed of by tings and Handenfla—The
Fire-proof Foroed Open, and All the Private
Deponita Beoured—rhe Hunk Sale Defies the
Burglars, nnd the Bank Loses None of its
Own Moneyn or Valunbles—The Werk Done
by Accomplished Prolesslonnls,

The bolduess and darlng of bank burglars have
often been o frultful theme for discussion,
usnally ending with the expression, “If they
only had been used In & worthier caase!” HKut
we have to chronicle to«day a plece of audacity
on the part of these egame birds of prey which,
for cunning and coolness, falrly oulstrips any-
thing within our memory that has (ranspired ln
the Quaker Clty, while at the same time it gives
a powerful demonstration of the weakness
wh‘uh bank officers often display in the selee-
tion of servants to gnard “‘with o jealous eye"
the property of depositors,

On the east slde of Beach street, and buta
short digtance south of Laurel, stands a three-
story brick bullding, wenring an old-time look,
and upon the cornice of which, in brilllant lot-
tere, we find the title

UEENBINGTON NATIONAL BANK,"

In this time-hovored bullding] the marvelloua
eccurrence of which we are abont to give the
detaile tranapirved,

Just as the hour of closing the bank had
approached yesterday afternoon, a police oflicer,
with nothing about him to denote that he was
not a congervator of the public peace, slepped
quickly into the counting-room and asked for
the caghier. This gentleman being busy hesi-
tated n few moments before complving with
this request, and the interim was llmpr-n-ml by
the officlal in taking a careful survey of the in-
terior of that portion of the bullding devoled to
the uees of the corporation. As there was
nothing unusual in this gaping curlosity of the
officer, and as he displayed his mace in o man-
ner quite conspicuous, suspicion on the part of
the bank officials was not aronsged. Floally,
Mr. Willlam McConnell, the cashier, asked his
business, and was startled when he anawered: —
“There bave besn some susplelous charncters
lurking about the nelghborhood lately, and the
leutenant of the district desired me to tell you
that they might attempt to break in.”

This intelligence was at once retalled to every
attache of the bank, but no farther action was
taken regarding it than to call up the two
watchmen who nightly guard the Institution,
and whose names are respectively Johu Holmes
and Morris Murphy, and give them particular
instruetions fo lel no person insides the bank
building after il was once closed, The doors
were then locked, and Ahe watchimen were left
alone to protect the preclons lrust confided to
them. But now it happened that the over-zeal-
ouenees which the oflicials brought to bear upon
this important oceasion contributed to their own
defeat and the demoralization of the bank safes,
About 7 o'clock, while the watchmen were en-
joying thelr olium cum dignitate, n rap was

eard upon the bank door.

This startled them, for how could they tell
but what It was the noisec of a jlinmy or a bit?
They proceeded quietly to the front of the
counting-room, when another rap was heard,
Then upon opening the door no burglars did
they see, but on the contrary, and much to their
eatfsfaction, two police officers fully equipped
for night duty; and great was their joy when
one of them spoke out:—‘“The lieutenant has
heard from good sources that this bank will be
robbed to-night, and he sent us to aid you in
proteeting it.”

Buch kindness, such consideration on the part
of the officers could not fall to make a deep
Impression in the minds of the private watch-
men; and the policemen having thus stepped
into thelr good graces, were eventually asked
o sl.er into the bank, aud this they did, not too
eagerly, for this might bave aroused suspiclon,
but languldly. Now they entered all upon a
little discusefon as to the reliability of the ru-
mors that the bank was to be robbed, when one
of she policemen sald, *I am very dry; 1 wish I
bhad a drisk.”

“That you ean have,” responded one of the
watchmen, and he started off to the end ot a
hall leading to a door issuing into the yard of
the bank, followed by one of the policcuwu.
The other remained in conversation a moment
with watchman No. 2, and then told him, “Yon
had better look out of doors and see if von can
see any one coming,” and this Mr. Watchman
No. £, who was no less a personage than Morris
Murphy, complacently agreed todo. No sooner
was the door closed upon him than the police-
man rejoined hig compeer and watchiman No. 1,
Mr, Jehn Holnes, who was at that time draw-
ing a glassful of water for his thirsty
friend; but ere he had filled it the two officers
selzed him, gagged him, and in a trice mana-
cled him and had him stretched his full length
on the floor, where, with a pistol uncomfortably
near his head, Mr, Holmes was intimidated into
silence. Being thus reduced to a condition of
utter helplessuess, and therefore no longer to be
feared, Mr. Holmes, with his eyes starting with
terror from their sockets, was left prostrate in
the hall, while the policemen no longer, but
urglars, hastened to the front door, which they
bad no soopner reached than Mr. Murphy
stepped in, and in o twinkling was used after
the faghion of Mr. Holmes. Here, then, lay
at eitherend of the hall, a8 powerless as babes,
the private watchmen to whom had been given
the charge of the troasures of the bank for safe-
keeping.

¢ way being clear of all human Interfe-
rence, the two burglars proceeded to the front
door of the bank and signalled & third person,
who lssued from some nook in the viclnity and
entered the bank. With his ald the gagged and
handeuffed watchmen were earried frowm the
hall back of the counting desks and into tlhe
president's room, where they were ke{:t in a
state of remarkable quiescence by this burglar
No. 8, who #at near thew, with a revolver un-
pleasantly pointed in thelr direction. The
walehmen conlessed aiterwards that this looked
like supererogation, as thelr legs werc tied,
their bands were handcufged behind them, a
bandkerchief had been tied aboul their mouths,
and a rope had been placed over this.

Now was the way clear for the Important
work of emashing the safes; and speedily from
thejpockets of the burglars’ coats came packages
of wedges, and bits, and fine steel eawa, and
keys, and from some other place, which must

yet remain in impevnetrable mystery, huge sledge
wwmmers and jlmmies. The first thing In order
was to get into the fire-proof. This was built
about in the centre of the lower fioor. Its walls
ran from foor to celling. Its length was
ten feet, ita width eight, and the thickness
of its walls twenty inches. The only means of
aining an entrance were either to eut through
ts walls, or break off the iron doors. To the
expert burglar the latter Is far preferable. The
outer door to the proof was made out of a slngle
plate of heavy iron. Betwesn it and the jamb of
the door five steel wedges were inseried, and
these were forced In by rtywlwd olows with
gledges mullled in cloth, to deaden the sonad.
Boon an aperiure appeared large enough to
admit the polnt of & jimmy, and then the door
was wrénched off in afew moments. This off,
the burglars discovered a second obstacle of
like nature. This was the inner door of the
proof, i

But this wae demolished just as the firet iad
been, and then the proof stood st the mercy of
the burglars. On either side of this praof, in
its interior, were raoged shelves, and packed
densely on all these shelves were boxes and
packnges of valuables of every deseripiion,

Inced here for safe keeping by depositora. It

8 customary forall banks 10 receive whal may
be called epecial deposits, comaisting of ally
msuner of valuables packed Lorether, indorsed
with the name of the owner, and placed lu the
poesession of the bank for “eafe kouping,” subject
to certaln charges and conditions, The shelyes
were all full of packages of this charscter, and
were stripped in a twinkling. The amount lost
must be very great, bul there 2 no ready means
of esthmatiog it sceurately as the ownaers alone
kuew of the contents of the Eu:kqu. The
private walchmen are of (he op that there

"

were more than three persons engaged in the
removal of these valuables, as they heard many
sirange volces oulside. In thelr selectionk the
maranders dl“;hyed :ood discernment, as they
broke o @ packages, carried off all the
papers that could be turned o an account, and
left the rest. The conpon bonds of the United
States were taken, the regletered left,

But in the flre-proof was something of
supreme concern to the burglars. This was n
modiom-sized Lillie burglar and fire-proof safe.
This, ns was well known Lo them, contalued the
funds of the bank. The sggregate of these was

robably unknown to theém, but our reporter

earned that at the time the assanlt was made
upon the eafe it contained, in valuables of all
descriptions, one million dollars.

They made a desperate effort to get iato this
eafe, and ignoring the customary plan, which
is to bore Info the lock and plek the combina-
tion, they went at it with sledges and wedges,
In the interstices betweenjthe door and the jamb
they inserted the fine-pointed wedges, These
were hammered heavily., The strain was terri-
ble. The entire righthand jamb, a great plece of
brittle iron, was forced off. Groat geams opened
in the top of the gafe, and along the left side,
but yet the door did not budge, for the stesl
bolte from its four edges protroded far Into the
casing, and though one jnmb might be forced
ofl, there were Lhe others to prevent the door
from coming out, Although this rale was sadly
worried, as its pregent appearance indicates, it
withstood e strain, and the barglars had to
give it up as a “‘bad job.” In doing all that we
bave gaid they were engaged from half-past 7
o'clock lsst night until 8 o'eloek thle morning;
and at this latter hour, aceording to the judg-
ment of the walchmen, who all the while lay
uncomfortably gagged on the floor, they left.

When the burglars lefi, they unpityingly lelt
our friends the private watehien to keep their
prostrate position on the floor, and it then
occurred 1o Messrs. Holmes and Maorphy that
they conld do nothing better than to liberate
themselves, This, after two hours’ hard Iabor,
mainly with their teeth, they accomplished,
with the exception of their hands, since these
were firmly bound with steel manncles. With
their feet free, they did the nex, best thing; and
while one remalned almost a helpless guard
over the seene of ruin, the other ran into the
sireel and eounded the alarm. It was not long
before genuine otlicers were summoned, and the
watchmen then Dlhurried into a  black-
smith’s shop mnear at hand, and which
fortunately had just been opened, where, with
the ald of a cold chisel and hammer, the hand-
cuffs were broken and they stood again un-
trammelled. The occurrence soon became
noleed about, and qulckly a crowd of excited
people gathered in the vielnity of the ban':, the
number augmenting every hour. The oilicars
from their homes were hastily snmmoned to
look upon the wroek, and this with a consterna-
tion at first indescribable, bat finally to a great

extent molllfied upon the discovery that the
Iinnk bad lost no money, but only the special
depoeitors, who had, in the Innocence of their
souls, left their valuables for gafe keeping'

By 9 o'clock, women with children in their
arme, and with faces full of trouble: hard-
working mechanice and laborers of every kind;
and the capitalists who have their places of
business In the vicinity, and had deposita in the
bank, gathered, and were Irrepressible in their
Importanities to know if they bad lost anything:
and to the repeated protestation of “No," the
officers of the ingtitution were forced te placard
on its doors this written announcement; —

: The Bank lopes nothing by :

But even this did not fully eatlsfy the crowd;
for when the people discovered that they had
not lost anything, they were all anxions Lo view
the bavoe that had been created, and no de-
scription by any person who had witnessed it
would satisfy the assemblage, even when de-
tailed to the minutest polnt. Boon arrived upon
the scene Detectives Carlin, Lukens, and Miller
and Special Officer Roberts, who pronounced
the *‘job” as having been perpetrated by profes-
eionals, Upon the floors were discovered the
Instruments which had assisted the burgiars in
breakivg into the fire proof.

When our reporter left, they were assiduous
in thelr inquiries a8 to the appearance of the
peeudo-policemen, and the details of the start-
ling transaction. Outside stood excited Ken-
sington, marvelling at the audacity of the ma-
rauders, and the childish innocence of the pri-
vale watchmen.

Another Burglary.

Another “‘erack,” to use the thieves' expres-
tiop for a robbery, was commitied some time
last night, or early thiz morning, and goods to
the value of several lhuuuuﬁ dollars were
carried off. All this was done without the
knowledge of the police, and to their utter as-
tonlshment they were this morning made ac-
quainted with the foets. It appears that the

oor of the Gymnasinm, on Ninth street, above
Arch, was forced open by thleves, whose Inten-
tion was the robbery of the millinery store of

B, Abeles, on the firét and second Hoors.
They pmsted up (o (the third story,
occupled a8 the Gymnasium, and

cutting a hole in the floor,lowered themselves to
the apartment below by means of the ropes
used in the Gympasium. The way being clear,
the first floor was reached. Here the robbers
made = eselectien of fine silks and ribbouns,
which they packed up and removed, leaving in
the eawe manner as they had entered the
premiges. The property stolen is valued at five
thousand dollars. The store of Mr, Abeles has
been entered and robbed three times within a
few years past. This morning detective officers
visited the store and made an examination, but
they could obtain no clue upon which to work
out the cass, It seoms strange thut the police
who patrol that section of the city knew nothing
of the affalr until the janitor of the bullding
reached the scene this morning,

The court-room at Trenton was again erowded
with spectators yeglerday, all the avallable
standing and sliting room belng ocenpied. As
on the previoos days, thore was a large number
of eolored persons present,

Mr. Browning, for the defenee, resnmed his
argnment, laboring 1o show that the eolored men
and not the whites were responsible for the riot
which occurred at Camden on the Bth of No-
vember last, and that his elient, SBouders, was
Innocent of the charges made against himn.

Mr. Williameon follosed on the =ame side.
He was anxious for the acquittal of his ellent,
because he believed in his innoecence, The evi-
dence of the witnesses ie conflicting, and it is
for the jury to declde which is to be belleved.
That there was a riot at Newton on the day
claimed, at which pletole and bludpgeons were
used, there is no doubl; but that the whites
were the aggressors he denied. The Govern-
ment has falled to show that the detrendant
hos violated any statute. |[The speaker here
occupled some time In (-xph\ln'm;: his construc

tion of the law poverulng clectlons, under
the provislons of which Sonders was in-
dicted. | Admitting all the evidence offerad

on the part of the Government, defendant conld
not be convicted under the section of the act
under which the indictment is found, The law
named was made to protect the purity of the
ballot-box, and not solely for the bevefit of the
colored man, although It was passed in view of
the addition of the filteenth smendment to the
Constitution of the United 8tates. The various
scctions of the law were read and commented
ppon al some length, and the speaker thought
it very remarkable that Souders should have
been indicted at all under its provisions,

Mr, Keasbey replied on bebalf of the Gov-
ernment, and asked the jury for their strict
nitention for n short time, The defendant
would not be convicted unless he was guilly,
and the speaker paid & high compliment to the
gentlemen who defended the prisoner. Defon-
dant is charged with preventing, by unlaw ful
meang, qualified voters from exercising the
rights of sufirage; not for assault and battery,
or any ordinary crime. The alleged erlme oc-
curred just where it was most likely to occur,
on the suburbs of a large city; it could not
bave taken place anywhere olee, Mr.
Keasbey then went into a description of the
scene that took place al the place where
the rlot oceurred. These colored men
went to the polle, and forming into line,
cost thelr ballote when it came thelr turn,
and went away aboul thelr business; but during
the morning a number of white men came to the
polle and in anger broke up the line thus
formed. The line was again formed, and the
colored people again began to vote. In the
afternoon the crowd had again collected In suah
large numbers that the 8herllfl was induced to
vielt the spot. Most of the mon composing this
crowd were roughs from Philndelphia, and
among themn was Homders, The speaker then
described the breaking of the ballot-box and the
ecattering of its contentsa to the wind. These
facts are not disputed by counsel for defendant.
The interfering with elections s not a new
crime; we often hear of its cecurrence in New
York and Philadelphia, and it I8 s crime pro-
vided against by the laws of cur State. MBat the
Inw of the United States I8 & new one and a
wlee one.

THE BOARD OF CHARITIES.

Vislintion te _ithe Philndelphin [astitutions-
The OMeinl KReport

By order of the SBtate Board of Charities, »
committee of the board, conelsting of George L.
Harrison, Esq., snd Hon. G. Dawson Coleman,
bae presented to the Legislature a preliminary
report, in sdvance of the regular annual report,
in which they refer to the condition and wants
of the different institutions In the State, and
their connection therewlith. We give below the
portiovs of the report which reler to the re-
Ial-rmnmry and beuevolent institutions of this
city:—

EASTERN PENITENTIARY,

Visited tiy the board December 18, 1869, and De-
cember 15, 1870,

The “application’” had been mada to the Governor;
A OGPy Wius sent to our board on November 20,

The most important fact elicited by our visits was
the crowded condition of the institation. Nearly
one hinndred cells were tenanted by two prisoners
each, in opposition to the provisions of the law, to
the prejudice of the health of the inmates, and, In
meny cases, 1o the farther contamination of the
Jeast violonus of the assocliated conviuts,

The application is, for gas works, §12,750: salaries
and wages, 327.000; repatrs, siterations, and im-
provements, §2i60; books for llbrary and inatroe-
ton, and stationery, §1000; gratuities to dlscharged
convicts, the usual sum; and for culverting, pav-
Ing. ete.. $1000,

An to the fimat jtem, the views of the board wero
not favorable, They belleved that the mannfactare
of pgak within the proposed bounded aud couflned
urea might vitiate the purity of the atmosphers, and
that, oifimately, no successful economy would be
reallzed by the manufacture of gas in competition
with the city, whose appllances for that purposs
must be inealculably superior In respect to the
cheapness of produetion to those of guy private and
restricted apparatus.
